asks for record expenditures in 
many other directions. The Recla- 
mation Bureau is scheduled for 
nearly twice last year's request, 
^the TVA would get more than 
$100,000,000 
to 
carry 
on 
its 


corporate state activities in the 
Southeast, and the Army Engi- 
neers are slated for about $150,- 
000,000 more than were given last 
year for flood control. All in all, 
proposed Federal 
spending- 
for 


electric power development and 
related work would come to about 
$1,000,000,000. In addition, enorm- 
ous sums are asked for purposes 
which have an indirect connection 
with the drive to socialize 
the 


power resources of the United 
States. 


Just how this kind of spending— 


and this kind of public policy— 
can be justified, when economy is 
needed, is one of the biggest 
questions of the hour. There is no 
question of the ability of the 
electric utility industry to serve 
the country if permitted to do »o, 
it is now carrying on the most 
costly expansion program in' its 
history,. and the ratio of reserve 
capacity to power sales is increas- 
ing.

"power shortage," _ predicted 
by 


government ownership promoters 
for 15 years, that was supposed 
to blanket the country this winter 
hasn't occurred and. according to 
the experts, will not occur. Nor 
can there be any question that the 
electric industry will continue to 
provide the highest 
quality of 


service at the lowest possible rates, 
when it is not restricted by gov 
ernment power monopolies.. The 
regulatory 
agencies, state 
and 


Federal, will see to that. 


If the American people wish 


this country to go the way Eng- 
land and most of Europe have 
gone, embracing destruction of 
individual 
rights 
ajid 
freedoms,

just passed three little boys whose 
clothes were made of American 
khaki.

The average 
farm here is about 10 acres. Most 
of the farmers live in little villages 
as they do in France and walk or 
ride to their farms every day. Here 
also there ate more women in the 
fields than there are men. Many 
of the Germen men, who were 
taken prisoners by the Russians, 
have not come home and the ones 
who do show up are more dead 
than alive. 
The Rusisans don't 


turn them loose as long as they 
can work. 
We see those little 


;hree-wheeled cars Hitler devised 
to save rubber and many of the 
bicycles have trailers hooked ton 
to them. 
You see people with 


wagons full of leaves and twigs 
which thev have gathered In the 
forests for fuel, ome of them are 
carrying leaves in bundles in their 
sacks. 


We are now along the Rhine 


iUver, ready to board the boat. 
The water is so low due to drought 
that the barge transportation is 
tied up in many places.

the coal is carried in this fashion. 


Later—We had an interesting 


afternoon. 
Many 
old castles, 


some of them 600 years old'. We 
passed the "Watch on the Rhine, 
which is a huge statue of Ger- 
mania facing toward Russia on 
the hill amid the vineyards. Most 
of the huge metal bridges are 
lying in the water twisted and 
useless.

cer who can speak German ana 
he is going to take ujj to a typi- 
cal German farm nome. We "are 
anxious to see how the people 
are living. We picked at random 
a house on the edge of town, it 
was as clean and neat as a pm. 
The floors are almost white with 
scrubbing and the windows are 
wide open with bedding airing. 
They do this even on the coldest 
days of the winter. We saw huge 
boxes of carrots, apples and po- 
tatoes. There were canned fruits, 
vegetables, 
preserves 
in 
cup- 


boards, under the beds and on 
shelves. 
We 
found 
boxes of 


woolen blankets, and most inter- 
eating, a Nazi uniform in the 
closet. Our officer said, "This is 
a bad political family." The little 
old woman became very fright- 
ened, and never have I seen such 
hatred in a face. 
Her hushancl 


was killed in the war; one son is 
in Russia, and the other one is 
in a denazification camp await- 
ing triaL 
W« assured her we 


meant no harm. There were eight 
people living in 
the 
six-room 


house, most of them old. 
They 


had one milk goat and some rab- 
bits, the usual pile of manure and 
the mow was full of hay.

had a bunch of home-grown to- 
bacco hanging on the -wall along 
with some herb* and garlic. Their 
little garden and

looked neat and

We drove along » th« Autoban 


which resembles 
the

vania Turnpike. 
We were on 


our way to Heidelberg. The for- 
est here amazed me.

mans never used to cut a tree 
down without planting. another 
one.

sending much lumber to 
other 


countries 
as 
reparation. 
The 


floors of the forest are as clean 
as their homes. Every twig and 
leaf is used by someone for fuel. 


There is little war damage in 


Heidelberg. We had a good lunch 
at the old Schloss Hotel on the 
cliff overlooking the Necar River. 
Below us were the ruins of th'e 
o!d castle built in 1306 by Prince 
Ruppert of the Palatinate. 
The 


castle was fascinating. The mas- 
sive old doors with huge metal 
"fittings are the 
original 
ones. 


The wine cellar was amazing— 
one barrel (this was the small

ong- ago. As we drove, from the 
airport and along the railroad in 
the center of the city, we saw 
many trains of cars that had been 
burned and are now just sitting 
on the tracks rusted and distorted. 
In the Russian Sector of the city, 
we saw women who must have 
been at least sixty years old dig- 
ging in trenches and loading huge 
Russian trucks with rubble from 
the ruins. Some of the people we 
saw were barefooted and it was 
very cold and bitter even then. 


The entire city is almost wholly 


destroyed. 
Hitler's 
chancelloi-y 


-s m ruins. It is in the Russian 
Sector, and there is a. law against 
talcing- pictures, of which we were 
giiorant. 
Upon being shown the 


balcony where Hitter used to 
review the troops, one of our 
party started to take a picture. 
Someone yelled at us, "Put that 
camera away." Well, it waa eve- 
ning before I got over my fright. 
This would have been a lovely 
time for us to become an inter- 
national incident! At any rate, we 
saw Hitler's private office and then 
the courtyard and bomb shelter 
where he and Eva Braun commit- 
ted suicide and the actual spot 
where

supposedly 


burned. 
(This has since 
been 


destroyed by the Russians). When

if 
they 


thought Hitler waa really dead, 
they would become very vague. 


The Tiergarden (used to "Be a 


lovely park) is now bare of trees 
long- since used for fuel and is full 
of truck gardens and looks like 
slums. People were even growing 
vegetables in pots and

boxes in the apartment houses. 
The food situation for the Germans 
themselves is grim aa the Russians 
control all the countryside around 
Berlin and are not letting much 
get into the city. It is here that 
I give away my first sweater to 
the little chambermaid, .

Our men have joined

in 


Berlin for overnight, but we are 
going: to take the plane to Munich 
in the morning and meet them in 
Rome a week later. 
They are 


terribly weary and we will be more 
than glad when they get safely out 
of these troubled spots. It ia a 
terrific pace for all of us. 


Oct. 36, J947 — Garmisch, Ba- 


varia — We flew to Munich yes- 
terday leaving fog 
and 
intense 


cold in Berlin. We had had very 
good accommodations in Berlin 
and the hotel in Munich, "The 
Four Seasons," was a bad blow. 
Part of it had been blown off — 
the kitchen and back half of it 
all gone. 
They had nothing to 


eat at all and no electricity most 
of the time, meaning we had to 
walk up. We had their prize suite, 
one which had been used by Goeb- 
bels and Goring, but that didn't 
help us any. We put on all the. 
wool clothes we could carry and 
went sightseeing. We were tined 
and the city was depressing." 


That night we go to the opera — 


at six o'clock, still in our woolens, 
we venture forth. It turned out 
to be a Bavarian operetta, not 
much singing, a poor orchestra 
and the hall was full

shabby bedraggled people.
